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Pioneer,  Prospector  and   Defender  Against 
Morgan's  Raid  Celebrates  100th  Birthday 

Last   Man   of   Governor   Todd's      Squirrel    Hunters      Talks    Freely   of 
His  Life  When  Interviewed  by  an  Alumnus  of  a  Younger  Generation

lia County,  who  passed  the  century 
mark  Nov.  6,  1933. 

A  vegetarian  and  temperate  man, 
Mr.  Ridgeway  remains  quite  active 
today,  doing  chores  about  his  resi' 
dence.  Friends  state  that  he  cele- 
brated his  ninety-ninth  birthday  a 
year  ago,  by  building  a  rail  fence. 
Vividly,  the  centenarian  recalled  the 
highlights  of  his  life  when  inter- 
viewed. Partial  impairment  of  his 
vision  troubles  Mr.  Ridgeway  but 
slightly. 

Several  hundred  relatives  and 
friends  from  Ohio,  West  Virginia, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  and  Pennsylvania, 
were  present  at  anniversary  services 
held    for   him   at   the   Harris   Baptist

Church,  all  day  on  his  anniversary. 
Prof.  C.  O.  Clark,  of  Rio  Grande 
College,  presided. 

Edward  Naret  Ridgeway  was  born 
November  6,  1833,  in  a  log  cabin 
which  burned  and  was  later  replaced 
by  a  brick  structure  about  a  mile 
north  of  Rio  Grande,  on  State  Route 
1 1 .  His  parents  were  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
William  Ridgeway,  his  father  having 
come  to  Chillicothe  in  1803,  the  year 
Ohio  became  a  state.  The  centenar- 
ian's grandfather,  David  Ridgeway, 
was  from  South  Carolina. 

His  birthplace  was  located  on  the 
post  road  between  Gallipolis  and  Chil- 
licothe, and  it  is  presumed  that  the 
residence  was  also  a  tavern.  Even  as 
late  as  1833,  few  pioneers  resided  as 
far  from  the  Ohio  River  as  Rio 
Grande. 

Later  the  Ridgeway  family  moved, 
but  their  home  has  always  been  in 
the  immediate  neighborhood  of  Rio 
Grande  and  Harrisburg. 

Mr.  Ridgeway  remembers  the  call 
to  arms  of  soldiers  for  the  Mexican 
War.  As  a  youth  of  2 1  years,  he  at- 
tended Ohio  University,  in  1854,  for 
one  year,  where  he  was  a  classmate  of 
the  late  John  McCormick,  a  congress- 
man from  the  Tenth  Ohio  District. 

Lure  of  the  gold  rush  to  Leadville, 
Colo.,  in  1859,  called  Mr.  Ridgeway, 
and  he  spent  two  years  there  gold 
prospecting  and  keeping  a  ranch  for 
horses  and  oxen  of  other  prospectors. 
"I  returned  with  less  money  than  I 
had  when  I  started  for  Leadville,"  he 
commented. 

Returning  from  the  West  in  1861, 
he  was  commissioned  by  the  com- 
manding officer  at  Cincinnati  to  lasso 
young  mules  and  to  serve  as  a  mule 
breaker  for  the  Union  Army  at  the 
military  camp  at  Mulberry  Post 
Office,  a  few  miles  from  the  city. 

Mr.  Ridgeway  was  at  the  army  post 
when  General  John  Morgan  crossed 
the  Ohio  River  at  Cincinnati,  and 
burned  the  unit's  wagons  at  the  post. 
By  the  time  Morgan  had  reached  this 
section  of  Ohio,  Mr.   Ridgeway  had 


enlisted  as  a  "squirrel  hunter,"  and 
was  a  member  of  that  band  of 
Ohioans  which  was  summoned  by 
Governor  Todd  to  defend  Southern 
Ohio  against  the  invaders. 

The  group  was  enlisted  for  ap- 
proximately 13  days  in  September, 
1862.  Mr.  Ridgeway  was  stationed 
at  Pt.  Pleasant,  W.  Va.  He  was  dis- 
missed at  Washington  C.  H.  His 
honorary  discharge  is  signed  by  Gov- 
ernor Todd,  and  was  issued  after  the 
Civil  War  was  over. 

Since  that  time,  Mr.  Ridgeway  has 
farmed  and  contracted  as  a  bridge 
builder  for  the  county,  his  home  hav- 
ing always  been  located  near  Harns- 
burg. 

Married  three  times,  he  was  a 
father  at  78  years.  His  third  wife, 
Mrs.  Pearl  Wood  Ridgeway,  was 
married  to  him  when  she  was  3 1  years 
of  age,  and  he  71  years. 

Mr.  Ridgeway 's  parents  lived  to  be 
past  80  years  of  age,  as  did  several  of 
his  relatives.  "My  uncle  bathed 
every  day  of  his  life  and  lived  to  be 
84.  My  father  never  bathed,  as  far 
as  I  can  remember,  and  also  lived  to 
be  84  years  of  age.  I  guess  baths 
make  no  difference,"  Mr.  Ridgeway 
chuckled  during  the  interview.  His 
mother  died  when  84  years  old,  as  the 
result  of  a  broken  hip. 

A  sister,  Permelia  Atwood,  found- 
ed Rio  Grande  College.  His  brother, 
Augustus,  was  a  Civil  War  veteran, 
and  the  residence  of  the  latter's 
widow  is  near  Harrisburg. 

Mr.  Ridgeway  eats  sparingly.  His 
diet  consists  principally  of  bran 
flakes,  milk,  fruit,  and  rice.  He  does 
not  drink,  but  chews  tobacco,  a  habit 
which  he  has  possessed  since  his 
youth.  •  Mr.  Ridgeway  expressed  a 
dislike  for  automobile  rides.  How- 
ever, he  declared  he  had  a  desire  to 
ride  in  an  airplane  after  his  one- 
hundredth  birthday. 

He  has  four  children  living:  Mrs. 
Ollie  Rawson,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa; 
Mrs.  Jessie  Wells,  of  Indianapolis,

Japan  of  Today  Is  Not  Japan  of  the  Ages,  Western  Ways  Having  Taken 
Root  in  All  Except  Remote  Places,  Says  Wife  of  Tokyo  Coach

SHIBARAKU"  (greetings),  my 
friends,  from  a  tiny  far-ofl 
country  called  Japan.  To  the  geolo 
gist  it  may  appear  scarcely  more  than 
a  dot  of  an  island  on  this  vast  globe 
of  ours;  a  mere  speck  of  land  nest 
ling  between  two  large  continents. 
Yet,  to  the  thinker  and  scholar,  it 
ranks  among  the  proudest  and  the 
mightiest  of  nations,  large  or  small. 
It  is  towards  the  dreamer  we  must 
turn  for  a  vision  ot  the  real  Japan. 
He  may  listen  wearily  to  his  learned 
friends  expounding  upon  the  powers 
and  strength  of  this  tiny  island  nation 
and  the  so-called  necessity  of  casting 
a  wary  eye  towards  the  Orient.  Yet 
prejudice  or  egotistical  calculations 
disturb  not  the  dreamer  who  seeks 
and  finds  beauty  in  truth. 

World  travelers  near  Japan's  shores 
after  many  hours  spent  over  guide 
books,  information  leaflets,  and  maps. 
Inexperienced  tourists  arrive  with 
fleeting  visions  of  dainty  maids,  para- 
sols, and  black,  oval  eyes.  Yet  there 
are  others  who  approach  Japanese 
ports  with  more  than  superficial  im- 
pressions. This  latter  group,  watch- 
ing the  winking  shore  lights  from  the 
deck  of  an  ocean  liner,  has  the  wis- 
dom to  delve  below  the  surface  for 
that  richer  understanding  so  needed 
between  the  Orient  and  the  Occident. 

Let  it  be  understood  that  no  one 
justly  could  endeavor  to  belittle  those 
surface  beauties  of  Japan  which  glit- 
ter before  the  eyes  of  the  transient 
visitors.  Lovely  beyond  description  is 
that  majestic,  snow-capped  Mount 
Fuji,  towering  like  a  lone  sentinel 
above  a  tiny  nation.  To  see  this 
glorious  peak  looming  in  the  back- 
ground against  a  golden  sun  a  thous- 
and times  is  but  to  appreciate  it  a 
thousand  times  more. 

In  the  spring,  when  cherry  trees  on 
hill  and  vale,  in  city  park  and  private 
gardens,  all  burst  into  shell  pink 
bloom,  one  wonders  if  such  loveliness 
can  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  world. 
As  lingering  summer  slowly  dies  and 


grey  days  approach,  the  tailing  le.it 
flutters  to  ground  to  nestle  in  a  true 
profusion  of  fragrant  chrysanthe- 
mums of  all  descriptions.  Indeed 
these  arc  'hut  a  tew  of  the  glories  of 
nature  the  beauties  of  surface — to 
be  found  nowhere  else  in  such  radi- 
and  abundance  as  in  Japan. 
In  addition  to  the  natural  wonders 
which  so  captivate  the  eye,  there  is  a 
magic  enchantment  and  charm  in  the 
beautiful  shrines,  temples,  and  Bud- 
dha images,  pagan  though  they  be. 
Still,  there  is  an  undeniable  grandeur

Venerable  Japanese  gentlemen  un- 
consciously  add  a  most  humorous 
touch  to  this  internal  strife  when  they 
appear  in  their  black  silk  kimonos, 
wearing  the  latest  straw  hats  from 
Broadway.

It  is 
altogether  likely  that  this  magazine,  caught  in  the 
rush  of  holiday  mail,  will  not  be  delivered  until  after  the 
first  part  of  the  greeting  has  become  obsolete,  but  all  who 
read  it  will  know  that  the  Alumni  Secretary  has  been 
thinking  of  his  thousands  of  friends  and  constituents  and 
wishing  that  he  could  make  his  message  a  distinctly  indi- 
vidual and  personal  one. 


TO  A  great  many  Ohio  University  men  and  women 
the  season  would  be  much  merrier  and  the  prospects 
of  the  coming  year  a  bit  happier  if  they  could  engage  in 
some  sort  of  remunerative  work  or  be  assured  of  a  reason- 
able wage  for  work  that  they  are  engaged  at  already. 
Particularly  is  this  true  of  alumni  in  the  teaching  pro- 
fession. The  situation  that  makes  it  necessary  for  thous- 
ands of  public  school  teachers  to  serve  for  meager  salaries 
and  to  wait  months  for  the  payment  of  them  is,  to  say 
the  least,  deplorable.  It  is  all  the  more  deplorable  be- 
cause, to  a  great  extent,  it  is  unnecessary.  The  great  wave 
of  tax  avoidance  and  tax  delinquencies  is  but  little  short 
of  criminal.  So,  too,  is  the  dereliction  of  the  state's  law- 
making body  which  has  failed  to  provide  adequate  sup- 
port for  one  of  the  most  fundamental  and  indispensable 
of  all  activities,  the  promotion  of  public  education. 

A  movement  on  the  part  of  teachers  in  sections  of 
northern  Ohio  to  organize,  presumably  for  a  militant  ad- 
vancement of  their  cause,  has  been  noted.  Heretofore 
the  ethics  and  dignity  of  the  profession  have  forbidden 
such  an  action.  But  just  as  cumulative  evils  in  other 
fields  have  bred  extreme  and  revolutionary  measures  so 
have  increasing  ills  provoked  this  new  movement  in  the 
ranks  of  teachers,  and  to  us  there  seems  to  be  more  than 
a  little  justification  for  it.  It  is  now  a  question  of 
whether  dignity  and  subservience  to  an  ethical  code,  with 
empty  stomaches,  are  to  be  preferred  to  less  dignity  and  a 
greater  degree  of  consideration  from  those  who  have  it 
within  their  power  to  see  that  the  teachers  get  a  fair  deal. 
Let  us  hope  that,  with  sound  judgment  and  under  wise 
leadership,  to  avoid  indiscretions  which  would  cause  a 
forfeiture    ot    the    respect    of    right-minded    people,    the

It  is  not,  there- 
fore, because  his  most  recent  recognition  is  of  a  more 
signal  nature  than  many  others  that  have  come  to  him, 
but  because  it  is  one  more  evidence  of  the  esteem  and 
regard  in  which  he  is  held  by  his  colleagues  in  the  field 
of  university  administration,  that  we  are  pleased.  Presi- 
dent Bryan,  as  the  new  president  of  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  State  Universities,  the  alumni  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity greet  and  congratulate  you.

General  Graduated  in  1830 

This  is  the  second  of  a  series  of 
"thumb-nail"  sketches  of  the  lives  of 
early  graduates  of  Ohio  University. 

Charles  Taylor  Sherman,  A. 
B.,  1830;  A.  M.,  1833.  Born  in 
Norwalk,  Conn.,  Feb.  3,  1811.  Son 
of  Judge  Charles  R.  Sherman  and 
Mary  Hoyt  Sherman,  of  Norwalk. 
Brother  of  General  William  Tecum- 
seh  Sherman  and  United  States  Sen- 
ator John  Sherman.  Came  to  Lan- 
caster, Ohio,  when  less  than  one  year 
of  age,  his  mother  carrying  him  the 
entire  distance  on  horseback. 

Matriculated  at  Ohio  University  in 
1827;  graduated  in  1830.  Studied 
law  under  his  uncle.  Judge  Jacob 
Park,  A.  B.,  1816.  Married  Eliza 
Williams,  of  Dayton,  in  1841.  Prac- 
ticed law  in  Mansfield  until  beginning 
of  the  Civil  War. 

Appointed  by  Governor  Todd, 
Commandant  of  Mansfield  Military 
Camp.  Appointed  by  President  Lin- 
coln to  settle  War  claims  at  St.  Louis. 
Aided  in  building  Sandusky,  Mans- 
field, and  Newark,  and  the  Pittsburgh, 
Ft.  Wayne  and  Chicago  railroads.  Se- 
lected as  government  director  of  the 
Union  Pacific  Railroad.  Appointed 
by  President  Johnson,  1867,  Judge  of 
the  Northern  District  of  Ohio.  Re- 
signed in  1872. 

One  of  his  daughters  married  Gen- 
eral Nelson  A.  Miles,  of  the  United 
States  Army.  Another  daughter 
married  Senator  J.  D.  Cameron,  of 
Pennsylvania.  He  died  in  Cleveland, 
Jan.   1,   1S79.

Fine  Record  in  Classroom 

An  Ohio  University  scholarship 
record  of  eleven  years'  standing  was 
topped  last  June  when  Clifford  L. 
Hughes,  '33,  Akron,  missed  a  perfect, 
four-year,  straight 
"A"  record  by  the 
narrow  margin  of 
two  "B"  grades  in 
gym  work.  The 
official  score  in  the 
registrar's  office 
credits  him  with 
124  hours  and  370 
points. 

Mr.  Hughes, 
whose  major  was 
in  economics,  is 
now  enrolled  in 
the  Graduate  School  at  Yale  Univer- 
sity where  he  is  continuing  work  in 
the  subject  of  his  major  interest.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Ohio  University 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  chapter. 

The  record  which  had  gone  unchal- 
lenged for  more  than  a  decade  was 
held  by  Dr.  Paul  A.  Belcher,  '22, 
counsel  for  the  First  Central  Trust 
Company,  in  Akron.  Mr.  Belcher, 
who  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Juridical  Science  at  the  Lake  Erie 
School  of  Law  in  1931,  is  credited  at 
Ohio  University  with  1 24  hours  and 
368  points,  a  record  which,  at  the 
time  of  its  establishment,  was  con- 
sidered almost  unassailable.  There 
was  no  "Phi  Bete"  chapter  at  Ohio 
University  at  the  time  of  Mr.  Bel- 
cher's graduation  and  under  the  rules 
of  the  local  organization  he  will  not 
be  eligible  for  consideration  until 
1937.

Arrangements  Completed  for 

University  To  Train  Nurses 

A  course  in  nurse's  training  will  be 
instituted  at  Ohio  University  under 
an  arrangement  with  Grant  Hospital 
in  Columbus  beginning  next  semester. 

The  course  will  enable  women  stu- 
dents to  secure  a  bachelor  of  arts  de- 
gree and  the  nursing  certificate  in  one 
year  less  than  would  otherwise  be  re- 
quired. Three  years  of  foundation 
work  in  arts  and  sciences  will  be  com- 
pleted on  the  Ohio  campus  before  the 
student  continues  in  the  Columbus 
hospital.  The  A.  B.  degree  will  be 
granted  to  persons  satisfactorily  com- 
pleting the  two  years  of  work  re- 
quired in  Columbus. 

The  completion  of  plans  for  nurse's 
training  followed  closely  the  approval 
of  Ohio  University  by  the  American 
Society  of  Clinical  Pathologists  as  a 
training  school  for  laboratory  tech' 
nicians.  An  arrangement  for  work  in 
the  Holzer  Hospital  at  Gallipolis,  and 
the  Athens  State  Hospital  has  been 
made  for  the  latter  curriculum.  Ohio 
University  is  the  only  educational  in- 
stitution in  the  state  to  receive  ap- 
proval of  the  pathological  society.

After  handing  Wittenberg  their 
worst   defeat   by   an   Ohio   team   in   a 
number  ot  years,  39-0,  on  Nov.  4.  the 
Green  and  White  aggregation  looked 
forward  to  the  encounter  with  Mar- 
shall    College     ot      Huntington     on 
Br:   Bill  Snyder.     Armistiee  Day  as  a  fairly  easy  after- 
noon's  work,   hut   an   inspired   Bison 
team  and  the  Huntington  erowd  thought  otherwise.     The 
result  was  a  scoreless  tie,   a  moral  victory  for  the  con- 
ference  newcomers,   and  an   awakening  to  the   fact  that 
John  Zontini  was  one  of  the  toughest  hacks  to  stop  th.it 
an  Ohio  eleven  had  ever  encountered. 

The  week  following,  Nov.  18,  when  the  Bearcats  of 
the  University  of  Cincinnati  eked  out  a  2-0  victory,  it 
became  quite  apparent  that  the  scoreless  tie  with  the 
Thundering  Herd  would  rob  Ohio  of  a  share  in  the  Buck- 
eye banner.  Miami  would  probably  upset  the  Kingmen 
on  Thanksgiving  Day,  which  it  did  after  a  thrilling  con- 
test, and  Ohio  was  lett  holding  the  bag,  or  third  place, 
whichever  you  prefer.  The  Bobcats  were  superior  to 
Cincinnati  in  yardage  and  downs,  but  points  are  still  win- 
ning ball  game-;.  Two  magnificent  stands  by  the  Bear 
cats  enabled  them  to  share  in  the  tropin-  and  to  defeat 
Ohio  for  the  first  time  in  ten  years.  The  final  standing 
in  the  Buckeye  was:  Miami  and  Cincinnati  tied  tor  tir-t 
place  (in  which  case  no  second  place  is  awarded):  Ohio 
University  third:  Ohio  Wesleyan,  fourth:  Marshall,  fifth:

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Noted   Psychologist  Killed 

In  Indiana  Motor  Accident 

Dr.  Mary  H.  Young,  "16,  noted 
psychiatrist,  was  killed  instantly  No- 
vember 24  when  she  was  thrown 
from  an  automobile  as  it  rolled  down 
an  embankment  three  miles  north  of 
Martinsville,  Ind.  Death  resulted 
from  a  fractured  skull. 

Mrs.  Young,  director  of  the  Her- 
man H.  Young  Foundation,  at  Indian- 
apolis, and  also  a  director  of  the  psy- 
chological clinic  at  Butler  College, 
was  a  companion  of  Dr.  J.  Louis 
Rosenstein  of  the  department  of  edu- 
cation at  Butler.  While  enroute  from 
Bloomington  to  Indianapolis  Mr. 
Rosenstein  lost  control  of  the  car  and 
it  hurtled  down  a  steep  declivity  at 
the  roadside.  The  driver  suffered 
bruises  and  shock  but  was  not  serious- 
ly injured. 

Mrs.  Young's  home  was  formerly 
in  North  Canton,  Ohio.  Her  hus- 
band, Dr.  Herman  H.  Young,  '13, 
died  Feb.  21,  1931. 

Dr.  Mary  H.  Young  became  direct- 
or of  the  Herman  H.  Young  Founda- 
tion, a  psychological  clinic  in  Indian- 
apolis, when  the  organization  was 
founded  immediately  after  the  death 
of  her  husband  who  had  attained  a 
national  reputation  for  his  studies  in 
child  psychology. 

Doctor  Young  received  her  master's 
and  doctor's  degrees  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania.  She  spent 
several  years  as  a  child  psychologist 
in  Youngstown,  Ohio,  before  going  to 
Bloomington  where  she  was  employed 
as  a  research  worker  in  the  field  of 
school  attendance  and  later  was  ap- 
pointed director  of  special  education 
at  Indiana  University,  a  position  she 
held  until  1927.  Upon  the  death  of 
Dr.  H.  H.  Young  she  was  appointed 
director  of  the  psychological  clinics 
of  Indiana  University,  at  Blooming- 
ton, and  at  the  university  medical 
center  in  Indianapolis.  She  was  also 
psychological  consultant  for  Eli  Lilly

the  puzzled  visitor  settles  down  in  the 
unexpected  comforts  of  home  —  still 
searching  for  but  not  finding  the  old 
Japan. 

Yet,  despite  this  invasion  of  Occi- 
dental culture,  far  below  the  surface 
of  mock  customs  and  appearances  lies 
the  true  Japan.  Those  of  us  who 
have  sought  and  found  this  tangible 


land,  face  the  greatest  disappointment 
of  all;  in  that  we  realize  our  inability 
to  understand.  The  Oriental,  with  all 
of  his  fine  and  interesting  character- 
istics, will  always  be  the  incompre- 
hensible Oriental.  We  may  know 
him  and  undoubtedly  admire  him,  but 
we  never  fully  understand  him.  So 
it  is  with  both  individual  and  nation. 

The  weary  yet  pleased  tourist  may 
sail  away  from  these  shores  with  the 
parting  remark,  "So  like  America, 
after  all."  But  many  of  us,  with 
longer  contacts  with  the  Orient  and 
Japan  in  particular,  do  not  agree.  In- 
stead, we  recognize  and  strive  to  over- 
come the  difference  between  the 
Orient  and  the  Occident.  We  hail 
with  enthusiasm  the  growing  inter- 
change in  commerce,  and  the  advanc- 
ing good-will  among  races.  Yet  with- 
in the  secret  chambers  of  our  hearts 
we  know  there  is  a  definite  and  per- 
petual gap — a  marked  difference  in 
the  psychology  of  Orient  and  Occi- 
dent— which  shall  prove  to  be  the  ob- 
stacle mountain. 

As  friends  and  well  -wishers  we 
shall  continue  to  grope  in  the  dark- 
ness of  the  impossible;  only  to  circle 
back  at  least  to  a  slightly  enlightened 
understanding  of  "East  is  East,  and 
West  is  West,  and  never  the  twain 
shall  meet."
